Tho artificial international language, Esperanto, was invented by Dr. Zamen- 
hof, of Warsaw, in 1887. Simple in grammar, and forming its words by the 
addition of prefixes and suffixes to root words, it is akin to English in syntax, to 
French in vocabulary, to Spanish and Italian in sound, to German in the abundance | 
of prefixes and suffixes, to Greek in correlative pronouns and the formation of | 
participles and compound tenses, and to the Slavonic languages in the want of 
the indefinite article. 

The grammar which is absolutely regular and without any exceptions, has 
been reduced to the utmost extent. There are only sixteen rules, and the reading 
can be learned in one hour. The noun is indicated by the terminal “o,” to which 
“j” is added to indicate the plural. Adjectives terminate in “a,” adverbs in “e” 
and the infinitive in “i.” By means of a system of clearly defined prefixes and 
suffixes the dictionary is simplified and augmented to an almost unlimited degree. 

In accordance with the celebration theme “International Days,” it is ap¬ 
propriate that the “Forword” of tin:', souvenir book should be in Esperanto, the 
international language.

Because people of twenty-three different nationalities live together in this 
immediate district, all peaceful, neighbourly and friendly, Swift Current decided 
that “International Days” would be the theme for her 1939 July 1st Celebration, 
symbolizing all nations living in harmony. 


In this manner Swift Current, by attempting to show all nations living to¬ 
gether peacefully, is hoping that in some small way this celebration may show 
the way to greater harmony and understanding throughout the whole world. 



Concerning Celebrations 


For the “Frontier Celebration” of 1938, Swift Current produced a show 
on a much larger scale than any of her previous celebrations. The over¬ 
whelming response from the district was not only unexpected but also 
unprepared for with the result that thousands of people who attended the 
celebration could not be accommodated at the rodeo. 

Swift Current has learned, however, that this district not only wants, 
annual, large scale celebrations but is eager to co-operate and assist to make 
them possible. “International Days” has been planned with this in mind. 

A large, level tract of land, south-east of the city has been set aside 
for permanent fair grounds and before July 1st, 1939. permanent improve¬ 
ments on the new site will be erected to provide accommodations for 13,000 
people to see the 1939 rodeo. 

It is the hope of Swift Current that each successive celebration will 
provide the means for further permanent improvement on the fair grounds 
and that in a few years proper buildings and facilities will be available for 
handling an exhibition and grain show concurrently with the celebration.
